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PURPOSE: To facilitate discharge of X-ray from a thermal insulation nozzle 
and to generate high energy X-ray by irradiating liquid dropped from the nozzle 
or viscous body discharged, with a lazor beam to turn it into plasma for generat-

a thermal insulation nozzle 1 is discharged, and the liquid 2 is turned into t 

plasma to generate X-ray 5 when it is irradiated with a lazer beam 4 from 
a lazor unit 3. The liquid may also be of alcohol or the like other than water 
and powder may also be mixed thereinto, rurther instead of liquid a viscous 
body may also be used therefor and discharged from the end of the nozzle 
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
